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SEC. 501. MINIMUM WAGE.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 6(a)(1) of the Fair Labor
Standards Act of 1938 (29 U.S.C. 206(a)(1)) is amended
to read as follows:

“(1) except as otherwise provided in this sec-
tion, not less than—

“(A) $5.85 an hour, beginning on the 60th
day after the date of enactment of the Fair
Minimum Wage Act of 2007,

“(B) $6.55 an hour, beginning 12 months
after that 60th day; and

“(C) $7.25 an hour, beginning 24 months
after that 60th day;”.

(b) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendment made by
subsection (a) shall take effect 60 days after the date of
enactment of this Aect.

SEC. 502. APPLICABILITY OF MINIMUM WAGE TO THE COM-
MONWEALTH OF THE NORTHERN MARIANA
ISLANDS.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 6 of the Fair Labor
Standards Act of 1938 (29 U.S.C. 206) shall apply to the
Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands.

(b) TRANSITION.—Notwithstanding subsection (a),
the minimum wage applicable to the Commonwealth of the

Northern Mariana Islands under section 6(a)(1) of the
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Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 (29 U.S.C. 206(a)(1))
shall be—
(1) $3.55 an hour, beginning on the 60th day
after the date of enactment of this Act; and
(2) increased by $0.50 an hour (or such lesser
amount as may be necessary to equal the minimum
wage under section 6(a)(1) of such Act), beginning
6 months after the date of enactment of this Act
and every 6 months thereafter until the minimum
wage applicable to the Commonwealth of the North-
ern Mariana Islands under this subsection is equal
to the minimum wage set forth in such section.

SEC. 512. EXTENSION AND MODIFICATION OF 15-YEAR
STRAIGHT-LINE COST RECOVERY FOR QUALI-
FIED LEASEHOLD IMPROVEMENTS AND
QUALIFIED RESTAURANT IMPROVEMENTS;
15-YEAR STRAIGHT-LINE COST RECOVERY
FOR CERTAIN IMPROVEMENTS TO RETAIL
SPACE.

(a) EXTENSION OF LEASEHOLD AND RESTAURANT
IMPROVEMENTS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Clauses (iv) and (v) of sec-
tion 168(e)(3)(E) (relating to 15-year property) are
each amended by striking “January 1, 2008”7 and
inserting “January 1, 2009”.

(2) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendment made
by this subsection shall apply to property placed in

service after December 31, 2007.
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(b) MODIFICATION OF TREATMENT OF QUALIFIED

RESTAURANT PROPERTY AS 15-YEAR PROPERTY FOR

PURPOSES OF DEPRECIATION DEDUCTION.—

(1) TREATMENT TO INCLUDE NEW CONSTRUC-
TION.—Paragraph (7) of section 168(e) (relating to
classification of property) is amended to read as fol-
lows:

“(7) QUALIFIED RESTAURANT PROPERTY.—The
term ‘qualified restaurant property’ means any sec-
tion 1250 property which is a building (or its strue-
tural components) or an improvement to such build-
ing if more than 50 percent of such building’s
square footage 1s devoted to preparation of, and
seating for on-premises consumption of, prepared
meals.”.

(2) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendment made
by this subsection shall apply to any property placed
In service after the date of the enactment of this
Act, the original use of which begins with the tax-
payer after such date.

(¢) RECOVERY PERIOD FOR DEPRECIATION OF CER-

TAIN IMPROVEMENTS TO RETAIL SPACE.—

(1) 15-YEAR RECOVERY PERIOD.—Section
168(e)(3)(K) (relating to 15-year property) 1is

amended by striking “and” at the end of clause

“(ix) any qualified retail improvement
property placed in service before January
1, 2009.”.

(2) QUALIFIED RETAIL IMPROVEMENT PROP-
ERTY.—Section 168(e) is amended by adding at the
end the following new paragraph:

“(8) QUALIFIED RETAIL IMPROVEMENT PROP-
ERTY.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘qualified

retail improvement property’ means any im-

provement to an interior portion of a building

which is nonresidential real property if—

“(1) such portion is open to the gen-
eral public and is used in the retail trade
or business of selling tangible personal
property to the general public, and

“@11) such improvement is placed in
service more than 3 years after the date
the building was first placed in service.
“(B) IMPROVEMENTS MADE BY OWNER.—

In the case of an improvement made by the

owner of such improvement, such improvement
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shall be qualified retail improvement property

(if at all) only so long as such improvement is

held by such owner. Rules similar to the rules

under paragraph (6)(B) shall apply for pur-
poses of the preceding sentence.

“(C) CERTAIN IMPROVEMENTS NOT IN-
CLUDED.—Such term shall not include any im-
provement for which the expenditure is attrib-
utable to—

“(i) the enlargement of the building,

“(i1) any elevator or escalator,

“(i11) any structural component bene-
fitting a common area, or

“(iv) the internal structural frame-
work of the building.”.

(3) REQUIREMENT TO USE STRAIGHT LINE
METHOD.—Section 168(b)(3) is amended by adding
at the end the following new subparagraph:

“(I) Qualified retail improvement property
described in subsection (e)(8).”.

(4) ALTERNATIVE SYSTEM.—The table con-
tained in section 168(2)(3)(B) is amended by insert-

“(C) RURAL RENEWAL COUNTY.—For pur-
poses of this paragraph, the term ‘rural renewal
county’ means any county which—

“(1) 1s outside a metropolitan statis-
tical area (defined as such by the Office of
Management and Budget), and

“(1) during the 5-year periods 1990
through 1994 and 1995 through 1999 had
a net population loss.”.

(2) CONFORMING AMENDMENT.—Subparagraph
(D) of section 51(d)(1) 1s amended to read as fol-
lows:

22 of sections 3121(a)(1), 3231(e)(2)(C), and 3306(b)(1)—
23 “(1) a certified professional employer organiza-

26 as a successor employer and the customer shall be
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treated as a predecessor employer during the term
of such service contract, and

“(2) a customer whose service contract with a
certified professional employer organization is termi-
nated with respect to a work site employee shall be
treated as a successor employer and the certified
professional employer organization shall be treated
as a predecessor employer.

“(¢) LIABILITY OF CERTIFIED PROFESSIONAL EM-

PLOYER ORGANIZATION.—Solely for purposes of its liabil-
ity for the taxes, and other obligations, imposed by this

subtitle—

“(1) a certified professional employer organiza-
tion shall be treated as the employer of any indi-
vidual (other than a work site employee or a person
described in subsection (f)) who is performing serv-
ices covered by a contract meeting the requirements
of section 7705(e)(2), but only with respect to remu-
neration remitted by such organization to such indi-
vidual, and

“(2) exclusions, definitions, and other rules
which are based on the type of employer and which
would (but for paragraph (1)) apply shall apply with
respect to such taxes imposed on such remuneration.

“(d) TREATMENT OF CREDITS.—
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“(1) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of any credit
specified in paragraph (2)—

“(A) such credit with respect to a work
site employee performing services for the cus-
tomer applies to the customer, not the certified
professional employer organization,

“(B) the customer, and not the certified
professional employer organization, shall take
into account wages and employment taxes—

“(1) paid by the certified professional
employer organization with respect to the
work site employee, and

“(1) for which the certified profes-
sional employer organization receives pay-
ment from the customer, and

“(C) the certified professional employer or-
canization shall furnish the customer with any
information necessary for the customer to claim
such credit.

“(2) CREDITS SPECIFIED.—A credit is specified
in this paragraph if such credit is allowed under—

“(A) section 41 (credit for increasing re-
search activity),

“(B) section 45A (Indian employment

credit),
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“(C) section 45B (eredit for portion of em-
ployer social security taxes paid with respect to
employee cash tips),

“(D) section 45C (clinical testing expenses
for certain drugs for rare diseases or condi-
tions),

“(E) section 51 (work opportunity credit),

“(F) section 51A (temporary incentives for
employing long-term family assistance recipi-
ents),

“(G) section 1396 (empowerment zone em-
ployment credit),

“(H) 1400(d) (DC Zone employment cred-
it),

“(I) Section 14001 (renewal community
employment credit), and

“(J) any other section as provided by the
Secretary.

“(e) SPECIAL RULE FOR RELATED PARrRTY.—This
section shall not apply in the case of a customer which
bears a relationship to a certified professional employer
organization described in section 267(b) or 707(b). For
purposes of the preceding sentence, such sections shall be

applied by substituting ‘10 percent’ for ‘50 percent’.
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“(f) SPECIAL RULE FOR CERTAIN INDIVIDUALS.—
For purposes of the taxes imposed under this subtitle, an
individual with net earnings from self-employment derived
from the customer’s trade or business is not a work site
employee with respect to remuneration paid by a certified
professional employer organization.

“(2) REGULATIONS.

The Secretary shall preseribe
such regulations as may be necessary or appropriate to
carry out the purposes of this section.”.

(b) CERTIFIED PROFESSIONAL EMPLOYER ORGANI-
ZATION DEFINED.—Chapter 79 (relating to definitions) is
amended by adding at the end the following new section:
“SEC. 7705. CERTIFIED PROFESSIONAL EMPLOYER ORGANI-

ZATIONS DEFINED.

“(a) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of this title, the
term ‘certified professional employer organization’ means
a person who has been certified by the Secretary for pur-
poses of section 3511 as meeting the requirements of sub-
section (b).

“(b) GENERAL REQUIREMENTS.

A person meets the
requirements of this subsection if such person—

“(1) demonstrates that such person (and any

owner, officer, and such other persons as may be

specified in regulations) meets such requirements as

the Secretary shall establish with respect to tax sta-
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1 tus, backeround, experience, business location, and
2 annual financial audits,
3 “(2) computes its taxable income using an ac-
4 crual method of accounting unless the Secretary ap-
5 proves another method,
6 “(3) agrees that it will satisfy the bond and
7 independent financial review requirements of sub-
8 section (¢) on an ongoing basis,
9 “(4) agrees that it will satisfy such reporting
10 obligations as may be imposed by the Secretary,
11 “(5) agrees to verify on such periodic basis as
12 the Secretary may prescribe that it continues to
13 meet the requirements of this subsection, and
14 “(6) agrees to notify the Secretary in writing
15 within such time as the Secretary may prescribe of
16 any change that materially affects whether it con-
17 tinues to meet the requirements of this subsection.
18 “(¢) BOND AND INDEPENDENT FINANCIAL REVIEW

19 REQUIREMENTS.—

20 “(1) IN GENERAL.—An organization meets the
21 requirements of this paragraph if such organiza-
22 tion—

23 “(A) meets the bond requirements of para-

24 oraph (2), and
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“(B) meets the independent financial re-
view requirements of paragraph (3).

“(2) BOND.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—A certified profes-
sional employer organization meets the require-
ments of this paragraph if the organization has
posted a bond for the payment of taxes under
subtitle C (in a form acceptable to the Seec-
retary) in an amount at least equal to the
amount specified in subparagraph (B).

“(B) AMOUNT OF BOND.—FKor the period
April 1 of any calendar year through March 31
of the following calendar year, the amount of
the bond required is equal to the greater of—

“(1) 5 percent of the organization’s li-

ability under section 3511 for taxes im-

posed by subtitle C during the preceding

calendar year (but mnot to exceed
$1,000,000), or
“(i1) $50,000.

“(3) INDEPENDENT FINANCIAL REVIEW RE-

QUIREMENTS.—A certified professional employer or-
canization meets the requirements of this paragraph

if such organization—
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“(A) has, as of the most recent review
date, caused to be prepared and provided to the
Secretary (in such manner as the Secretary
may prescribe) an opinion of an independent
certified public accountant that the certified
professional employer organization’s financial
statements are presented fairly in accordance
with generally accepted accounting principles,
and

“(B) provides, not later than the last day
of the second month beginning after the end of
each calendar quarter, to the Secretary from an
independent certified public accountant an as-
sertion regarding Federal employment tax pay-
ments and an examination level attestation on

such assertion.

Such assertion shall state that the organization has
withheld and made deposits of all taxes imposed by
chapters 21, 22, and 24 of the Internal Revenue
Code in accordance with regulations imposed by the
Secretary for such calendar quarter and such exam-
ination level attestation shall state that such asser-

tion is fairly stated, in all material respects.

“(4) CONTROLLED GROUP RULES.—For pur-
p

poses of the requirements of paragraphs (2) and (3),
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all professional employer organizations that are
members of a controlled group within the meaning
of sections 414(b) and (¢) shall be treated as a sin-
ole organization.

“(5) FAILURE TO FILE ASSERTION AND ATTES-
TATION.—If the certified professional employer orga-
nization fails to file the assertion and attestation re-
quired by paragraph (3) with respect to any cal-
endar quarter, then the requirements of paragraph
(3) with respect to such failure shall be treated as
not satisfied for the period beginning on the due
date for such attestation.

“(6) REVIEW DATE.—For purposes of para-
oraph (3)(A), the review date shall be 6 months
after the completion of the organization’s fiscal year.

“(d) SUSPENSION AND REVOCATION AUTHORITY.—

The Secretary may suspend or revoke a certification of
any person under subsection (b) for purposes of section
3511 if the Secretary determines that such person is not
satisfying the representations or requirements of sub-
sections (b) or (¢), or fails to satisfy applicable accounting,

reporting, payment, or deposit requirements.

“(e) WORK SITE EMPLOYEE.—KFor purposes of this

title—
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“(1) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘work site em-

“(C) assume responsibility for any em-
ployee benefits which the service contract may
require the organization to provide, without re-
card to the receipt or adequacy of payment
from the customer for such services,

“(D) assume responsibility for hiring, fir-
ing, and recruiting workers in addition to the
customer’s responsibility for hiring, firing and
recruiting workers,

“(E) maintain employee records relating to
such individual, and

“(F) agree to be treated as a certified pro-
fessional employer organization for purposes of
section 3511 with respect to such individual.

“SEC. 877A. TAX RESPONSIBILITIES OF EXPATRIATION.

“(a) GENERAL RULES.

For purposes of this sub-
title—
“(1) MARK TO MARKET.—Except as provided in

subsections (d) and (f), all property of a covered ex-
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patriate to whom this section applies shall be treated
as sold on the day before the expatriation date for
its fair market value.

“(2) RECOGNITION OF GAIN OR LOSS.—In the

case of any sale under paragraph (1)—
“(A) notwithstanding any other provision
of this title, any gain arising from such sale
shall be taken into account for the taxable year
of the sale, and
“(B) any loss arising from such sale shall
be taken into account for the taxable year of
the sale to the extent otherwise provided by this
title, except that section 1091 shall not apply to
any such loss.
Proper adjustment shall be made in the amount of
any gain or loss subsequently realized for gain or
loss taken into account under the preceding sen-
tence.

“(3) EXCLUSION FOR CERTAIN GAIN.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The amount which,
but for this paragraph, would be includible in
the gross income of any individual by reason of
this section shall be reduced (but not below
zero) by $600,000. For purposes of this para-

oraph, allocable expatriation gain taken into ac-
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1 count under subsection (f)(2) shall be treated in
2 the same manner as an amount required to be
3 includible in gross income.
4 “(B) COST-OF-LIVING ADJUSTMENT.—
5 “(1) IN GENERAL.—In the case of an
6 expatriation date occurring in any calendar

23 “(4) ELECTION TO CONTINUE TO BE TAXED AS

24 UNITED STATES CITIZEN.—
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“(A) IN GENERAL.—If a covered expatriate

elects the application of this paragraph—

“(1) this section (other than this para-
oraph and subsection (1)) shall not apply to
the expatriate, but

“(i1) in the case of property to which
this section would apply but for such elec-
tion, the expatriate shall be subject to tax
under this title in the same manner as if
the individual were a United States citizen.

“(B) REQUIREMENTS.

Subparagraph (A)

shall not apply to an individual unless the indi-

vidual—

“(1) provides security for payment of
tax in such form and manner, and in such
amount, as the Secretary may require,

“(i1) consents to the waiver of any
right of the individual under any treaty of
the United States which would preclude as-
sessment or collection of any tax which
may be imposed by reason of this para-
oraph, and

“(1) complies with such other re-

quirements as the Secretary may prescribe.

“(C) ELECTION.—An election under sub-
paragraph (A) shall apply to all property to
which this section would apply but for the elee-
tion and, once made, shall be irrevocable. Such
election shall also apply to property the basis of
which is determined in whole or in part by ref-
erence to the property with respect to which the

election was made.

“(b) ELECTION TO DEFER TAX.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—If the taxpayer elects the
application of this subsection with respect to any
property treated as sold by reason of subsection (a),
the payment of the additional tax attributable to
such property shall be postponed until the due date
of the return for the taxable year in which such
property is disposed of (or, in the case of property
disposed of in a transaction in which gain is not rec-
ognized i whole or in part, until such other date as
the Secretary may prescribe).

“(2) DETERMINATION OF TAX WITH RESPECT
TO PROPERTY.—For purposes of paragraph (1), the
additional tax attributable to any property is an
amount which bears the same ratio to the additional
tax 1mposed by this chapter for the taxable year

solely by reason of subsection (a) as the gain taken
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into account under subsection (a) with respect to
such property bears to the total gain taken into ac-
count under subsection (a) with respect to all prop-
erty to which subsection (a) applies.

“(3) TERMINATION OF POSTPONEMENT.—No
tax may be postponed under this subsection later
than the due date for the return of tax imposed by
this chapter for the taxable year which includes the
date of death of the expatriate (or, if earlier, the
time that the security provided with respect to the
property fails to meet the requirements of paragraph
(4), unless the taxpayer corrects such failure within
the time specified by the Secretary).

“(4) SECURITY.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—No election may be
made under paragraph (1) with respect to any
property unless adequate security is provided to
the Secretary with respect to such property.

“(B) ADEQUATE SECURITY.—For purposes
of subparagraph (A), security with respect to
any property shall be treated as adequate secu-
rity if—

“(1) 1t 1s a bond in an amount equal
to the deferred tax amount under para-

oraph (2) for the property, or
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“(i1) the taxpayer otherwise estab-
lishes to the satisfaction of the Secretary
that the security i1s adequate.

“(5) WAIVER OF CERTAIN RIGHTS.—No elee-
tion may be made under paragraph (1) unless the
taxpayer consents to the waiver of any right under
any treaty of the United States which would pre-
clude assessment or collection of any tax imposed by
reason of this section.

“(6) ELECTIONS.—An election under paragraph
(1) shall only apply to property described in the elec-
tion and, once made, is irrevocable. An election may
be made under paragraph (1) with respect to an in-
terest in a trust with respect to which gain is re-
quired to be recognized under subsection (f)(1).

“(7) INTEREST.—For purposes of section
6601—

“(A) the last date for the payment of tax
shall be determined without regard to the elec-
tion under this subsection, and

“(B) section 6621(a)(2) shall be applied by
substituting ‘5 percentage points’ for ‘3 per-
centage points’ in subparagraph (B) thereof.

“(¢) COVERED EXPATRIATE.—For purposes of this

section—
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“(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in para-
oraph (2), the term ‘covered expatriate’ means an
expatriate.

treated as a covered expatriate if—

“(A) the mndividual—

“(1) became at birth a citizen of the

“(d) EXEMPT PROPERTY; SPECIAL RULES FOR PEN-

25 SION PLANS.—
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“(1) EXBEMPT PROPERTY.—This section shall

not apply to the following:

“(A) UNITED STATES REAL PROPERTY IN-
TERESTS.—Any United States real property in-
terest (as defined in section 897(c)(1)), other
than stock of a United States real property
holding corporation which does not, on the day
before the expatriation date, meet the require-
ments of section 897(¢)(2).

“(B) SPECIFIED PROPERTY.—Any prop-
erty or interest in property not described in
subparagraph (A) which the Secretary specifies
in regulations.

“(2) SPECIAL RULES FOR CERTAIN RETIRE-

“(A) IN GENERAL.—If a covered expatriate
holds on the day before the expatriation date
any interest in a retirement plan to which this
paragraph applies—
“(1) such interest shall not be treated
as sold for purposes of subsection (a)(1),
but
“(i1) an amount equal to the present
value of the expatriate’s nonforfeitable ac-

crued benefit shall be treated as having
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been received by such individual on such
date as a distribution under the plan.

“(B) TREATMENT OF SUBSEQUENT DIS-

TRIBUTIONS.—In the case of any distribution
on or after the expatriation date to or on behalf
of the covered expatriate from a plan from
which the expatriate was treated as receiving a
distribution under subparagraph (A), the
amount otherwise includible in gross income by
reason of the subsequent distribution shall be
reduced by the excess of the amount includible
in gross income under subparagraph (A) over
any portion of such amount to which this sub-
paragraph previously applied.

“(C) TREATMENT OF SUBSEQUENT DIS-
TRIBUTIONS BY PLAN.—For purposes of this
title, a retirement plan to which this paragraph
applies, and any person acting on the plan’s be-
half, shall treat any subsequent distribution de-
seribed in subparagraph (B) in the same man-
ner as such distribution would be treated with-

out regard to this paragraph.

“(D) APPLICABLE PLANS.—This para-

oraph shall apply to—
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“(i) any qualified retirement plan (as
defined in section 4974(c)),

“(i1) an eligible deferred compensation
plan (as defined in section 457(b)) of an
eligible employer described in  section
457(e)(1)(A), and

“(i11) to the extent provided in regula-
tions, any foreign pension plan or similar
retirement arrangements or programs.

“(e) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section—
“(1) EXPATRIATE.—The term ‘expatriate’
means—
“(A) any United States citizen who relin-
quishes citizenship, and
“(B) any long-term resident of the United
States who—

“(1) ceases to be a lawful permanent
resident of the United States (within the
meaning of section 7701(b)(6)), or

“(11) commences to be treated as a
resident of a foreign country under the
provisions of a tax treaty between the
United States and the foreign country and

who does not waive the benefits of such
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treaty applicable to residents of the foreign

country.

“(2) EXPATRIATION DATE.—The term ‘expa-
triation date’ means—

“(A) the date an individual relinquishes
United States citizenship, or

“(B) in the case of a long-term resident of
the United States, the date of the event de-
seribed in clause (i) or (i1) of paragraph (1)(B).
“(3) RELINQUISHMENT OF CITIZENSHIP.—A

citizen shall be treated as relinquishing United
States citizenship on the earliest of—

“(A) the date the individual renounces
such individual’s United States nationality be-
fore a diplomatic or consular officer of the
United States pursuant to paragraph (5) of sec-
tion 349(a) of the Immigration and Nationality
Act (8 U.S.C. 1481(a)(H)),

“(B) the date the individual furnishes to
the United States Department of State a signed
statement of voluntary relinquishment of
United States nationality confirming the per-
formance of an act of expatriation specified in

paragraph (1), (2), (3), or (4) of section 349(a)
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of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8
U.S.C. 1481(a)(1)—(4)),
“(C) the date the United States Depart-
ment of State issues to the individual a certifi-
cate of loss of nationality, or
“(D) the date a court of the United States
cancels a naturalized citizen’s certificate of nat-
uralization.
Subparagraph (A) or (B) shall not apply to any indi-
vidual unless the renunciation or voluntary relin-
quishment is subsequently approved by the issuance
to the individual of a certificate of loss of nationality
by the United States Department of State.

“(4) LONG-TERM RESIDENT.—The term ‘long-
term resident’ has the meaning given to such term
by section 877(e)(2).

“(f) SPECIAL RULES APPLICABLE TO DBENE-

FICIARIES’ INTERESTS IN TRUST.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in para-
oraph (2), if an individual is determined under para-
oraph (3) to hold an interest in a trust on the day
before the expatriation date—

“(A) the individual shall not be treated as

having sold such interest,
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“(B) such interest shall be treated as a
separate share in the trust, and
“(C)(1) such separate share shall be treat-
ed as a separate trust consisting of the assets
allocable to such share,
“(i1) the separate trust shall be treated as
having sold its assets on the day before the ex-
patriation date for their fair market value and
as having distributed all of its assets to the in-
dividual as of such time, and
“(111) the individual shall be treated as hav-
ing recontributed the assets to the separate
trust.
Subsection (a)(2) shall apply to any income, gain, or
loss of the individual arising from a distribution de-
seribed in subparagraph (C)(ii). In determining the
amount of such distribution, proper adjustments
shall be made for labilities of the trust allocable to
an individual’s share in the trust.

“(2) SPECIAL RULES FOR INTERESTS IN QUALI-
FIED TRUSTS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—If the trust interest
described in paragraph (1) is an interest in a

qualified trust—
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“(1) paragraph (1) and subsection (a)
shall not apply, and

“(i1) in addition to any other tax im-
posed by this title, there is hereby imposed
on each distribution with respect to such
interest a tax in the amount determined
under subparagraph (B).

“(B) AMOUNT OF TAX.—The amount of
tax under subparagraph (A)(ii) shall be equal to
the lesser of—

“(1) the highest rate of tax imposed by
section 1(e) for the taxable year which in-
cludes the day before the expatriation date,
multiplied by the amount of the distribu-
tion, or

“(11) the balance in the deferred tax
account immediately before the distribution
determined without regard to any increases
under subparagraph (C)(ii) after the 30th
day preceding the distribution.

“(C) DEFERRED TAX ACCOUNT.—For pur-
poses of subparagraph (B)(i1)—

“(1) OPENING BALANCE.—The open-
ing balance in a deferred tax account with

respect to any trust interest is an amount
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equal to the tax which would have been im-
posed on the allocable expatriation gain
with respect to the trust interest if such
cain had been included in gross income
under subsection (a).

“(i1) INCREASE FOR INTEREST.—The
balance in the deferred tax account shall
be increased by the amount of interest de-
termined (on the balance in the account at
the time the interest accrues), for periods
after the 90th day after the expatriation
date, by using the rates and method appli-
cable under section 6621 for underpay-
ments of tax for such periods, except that
section 6621(a)(2) shall be applied by sub-
stituting ‘5 percentage points’ for ‘3 per-
centage points’ in subparagraph (B) there-
of.

“(111) DECREASE FOR TAXES PRE-
VIOUSLY PAID.—The balance in the tax de-
ferred account shall be reduced—

“(I) by the amount of taxes im-
posed by subparagraph (A) on any
distribution to the person holding the

trust interest, and
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1 “(IT) in the case of a person
2 holding a mnonvested interest, to the
3 extent provided in regulations, by the
4 amount of taxes imposed by subpara-
5 oraph (A) on distributions from the
6 trust with respect to nonvested inter-
7 ests not held by such person.
8 “(D) ALLOCABLE EXPATRIATION GAIN.—
9 For purposes of this paragraph, the allocable
10 expatriation gain with respect to any bene-
11 ficiary’s interest in a trust is the amount of
12 cgain which would be allocable to such bene-
13 ficiary’s vested and nonvested interests in the
14 trust if the beneficiary held directly all assets
15 allocable to such interests.
16 “(E) TAX DEDUCTED AND WITHHELD.—
17 “(1) IN GENERAL.—The tax imposed
18 by subparagraph (A)(ii) shall be deducted
19 and withheld by the trustees from the dis-
20 tribution to which it relates.
21 “(i1) EXCEPTION WHERE FAILURE TO
22 WAIVE TREATY RIGHTS.—If an amount
23 may not be deducted and withheld under
24 clause (1) by reason of the distributee fail-
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ing to waive any treaty right with respect
to such distribution—

“(I) the tax imposed by subpara-
oraph (A)(i1) shall be imposed on the
trust and each trustee shall be person-
ally liable for the amount of such tax,
and

“(II) any other beneficiary of the
trust shall be entitled to recover from
the distributee the amount of such tax
imposed on the other beneficiary.

“(F) D1sposITION.—If a trust ceases to be
a qualified trust at any time, a covered expa-
triate disposes of an interest in a qualified
trust, or a covered expatriate holding an inter-
est in a qualified trust dies, then, in lieu of the
tax imposed by subparagraph (A)(ii), there is
hereby imposed a tax equal to the lesser of—
“(1) the tax determined under para-
eraph (1) as if the day before the expatria-
tion date were the date of such cessation,
disposition, or death, whichever is applica-

ble, or
“(11) the balance in the tax deferred

account immediately before such date.
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Such tax shall be imposed on the trust and
each trustee shall be personally liable for the
amount of such tax and any other beneficiary
of the trust shall be entitled to recover from the
covered expatriate or the estate the amount of
such tax imposed on the other beneficiary.

“(G) DEFINITIONS AND SPECIAL RULES.—
For purposes of this paragraph—

“(1) QUALIFIED TRUST.—The term
‘qualified trust’ means a trust which is de-
scribed in section 7701(a)(30)(E).

“(11) VESTED INTEREST.—The term
‘vested interest’ means any interest which,
as of the day before the expatriation date,
18 vested 1n the beneficiary.

“(111) NONVESTED INTEREST.—The
term ‘nonvested interest’ means, with re-
spect to any beneficiary, any interest in a
trust which is not a vested interest. Such
interest shall be determined by assuming
the maximum exercise of diseretion 1n
favor of the beneficiary and the occurrence
of all contingencies in favor of the bene-

ficiary.
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“(iv) ADJUSTMENTS.—The Secretary
may provide for such adjustments to the
bases of assets in a trust or a deferred tax
account, and the timing of such adjust-
ments, in order to ensure that gain is
taxed only once.

“(v) COORDINATION WITH RETIRE-

MENT PLAN RULES.—This subsection shall

not apply to an interest in a trust which
1s part of a retirement plan to which sub-

section (d)(2) applies.

“(3) DETERMINATION OF BENEFICIARIES IN-

TEREST IN TRUST.—

“(A) DETERMINATIONS UNDER PARA-

GRAPH (1).—For purposes of paragraph (1), a
beneficiary’s interest in a trust shall be based
upon all relevant facts and circumstances, in-
cluding the terms of the trust instrument and
any letter of wishes or similar document, histor-
ical patterns of trust distributions, and the ex-
istence of and functions performed by a trust

protector or any similar adviser.

“(B) OTHER DETERMINATIONS.—For pur-

poses of this section—

“(3) the Secretary has served a levy in connec-

tion with the collection of taxes under chapter 21,

22, 23, or 24,7,

(b) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendments made by
this section shall apply to levies issued on or after the date
that 1s 120 days after the date of the enactment of this
Act.

SEC. 543. MODIFICATIONS TO WHISTLEBLOWER REFORMS.

(a) MODIFICATION OF TAX THRESHOLD FOR

AWARDS.—Subparagraph (B) of section 7623(b)(5), as

added by the Tax Relief and IHealth Care Act of 2006,
is amended by striking “$2,000,000” and inserting
“$20,000”.
(b) WHISTLEBLOWER OFFICE.—
(1) IN GENERAL.—Section 7623 is amended by
adding at the end the following new subsections:

“(¢) WHISTLEBLOWER OFFICE.—
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“(1) IN GENERAL.—There is established in the

Internal Revenue Service an office to be known as

“(A) shall at all times operate at the direc-
tion of the Commissioner and coordinate and
consult with other divisions in the Internal Rev-
enue Service as directed by the Commissioner,

“(B) shall analyze information received
from any individual described in subsection (b)
and either ivestigate the matter itself or assign
it to the appropriate Internal Revenue Service
office,

“(C) shall monitor any action taken with
respect to such matter,

“(D) shall inform such individual that it
has accepted the individual’s information for
further review,

“(E) may require such individual and any
legal representative of such individual to not
disclose any information so provided,

“(F) in its sole discretion, may ask for ad-
ditional assistance from such individual or any

legal representative of such individual, and
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“(G) shall determine the amount to be
awarded to such individual under subsection
(b).

“(2) FUNDING FOR OFFICE.—There i1s author-
ized to be appropriated $10,000,000 for each fiscal
year for the Whistleblower Office. These funds shall
be used to maintain the Whistleblower Office and
also to reimburse other Internal Revenue Service of-
fices for related costs, such as costs of investigation
and collection.

“(3) REQUEST FOR ASSISTANCE.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—Any assistance re-
quested under paragraph (1)(F) shall be under
the direction and control of the Whistleblower
Office or the office assigned to investigate the
matter under subparagraph (A). No individual
or legal representative whose assistance is so re-
quested may by reason of such request rep-
resent himself or herself as an employee of the
Federal Government.

“(B) FUNDING OF ASSISTANCE.—FKrom
the amounts available for expenditure under
subsection (b), the Whistleblower Office may,
with the agreement of the idividual deseribed

in subsection (b), reimburse the costs incurred
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by any legal representative of such individual in
providing assistance described in subparagraph
(A).

“(d) REPORTS.—The Secretary shall each year con-

duct a study and report to Congress on the use of this

section, including—

“(1) an analysis of the use of this section dur-
ing the preceding year and the results of such use,
and

“(2) any legisla
